Several  events  have  highilghled  the  year  at  the  LIbbie  A.  Cass 
.Viernorial  Library,  in  May,  the  library  finally  met  the  qualifications 
for  full  certification  by  the  Statewide  Library  Development  Program. 
This  progress  was  due  primarily  to  the  extension  of  library  hours 
from  four  to  eight  per  week  and  to  continued  improvements  in  the 
physical  plant  including  the  installation  of  a  telephone.  Our  volun- 
teer librarians,  some  of  whom  have  contributed  more  than  fifty  hours 
of  library  supervision,  include  Cynthia  Anderson,  Doey  Anderson, 
Donna  Chiarella,  Barbara  Reney,  and  Doris  Sayer.  Our  sincere 
thanks  to  them  for  their  enthusiastic  support. 

Our  summer  activities  included  the  summer  reading  program 
under  the  direction  of  Priscilla  Meyer  and  Marjorie  Parsons;  the 
Saturday  night  movies;  Arts  and  Crafts  classes  and  instruction  in 
Cardiac   Pulmonary   Resuscitation. 

As  a  result  of  a  very  successful  Book  and  Bake  Sale  in  Septem- 
ber it  was  possible  to  complete  the  carpeting  project  begun  last 
year.  This  provides  not  only  a  more  attractive  but  a  much  warmer 
facility. 

The  library  staff  is  now  serving  the  school  children  of  Spring- 
field in  a  creditable  manner  and  is  assisting  in  research  projects 
and  attempting  to  expand  the  facilities  as  needs  are  expressed  by 
the  young    people. 

During  th  year  we  have  continued  to  weed  out  and  catalogue 
our  book  selection  which  has  been  supplemented  by  new  books 
bought  by  town  funds  plus  over  ninety  books  donated  by  our 
resident    and    non-resident    friends. 

As  the  year  ends  we  are  happy  to  see  tremendous  growth  in 
many  aspects  of  the  local  library  service.  An  increase  of  fifty  per- 
cent in  the  number  of  patrons  is  most  gratifying.  It  is  only  by  town 
support  at  the  budgetary  level  and  the  individual  support  of  so 
many  townspeople  that  your  library  can  function.  Our  thanks  to  all, 
in  particular,  to  our  librarian.  Amy  Anderson;  our  projectionists,  Jay 
and  Janet  Booker,  and  to  ever  faithful   Elba  Jillson.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  FIRE  SERVICE 


Prevention  and  control  of  forest  fires  is  handled  through  a 
cooperative  effort  between  town /city  fire  organizations  and  the 
State    Forest    Fire    Service. 

Since  1903,  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by  our 
Legislature,  the  State  Forester  has  appointed  someone  in  each 
municipality  as  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  charged  him  with  the 
responsibility  of  forest  fire  prevention  and  control  within  his  town/ 
city.  This  person  may  ask  the  State  Forester  to  appoint  as  many 
Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens  as  many  be  necessary  to  efficiently 
carry  out  his  charge. 

The  State  Forester  has  divided  the  State  into  ten  forest  fire 
districts  with  a  full  time  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  in  each  district. 
The  State  organization  is  charged  with  assisting  the  municiple  forest 
fire   arganlzation   in   any  way  possible. 

State  personnel  conduct  fire  training  schools,  assist  with  forest 
fire  suppression,  fire  cause  investigation,  prosecution  of  fire  law 
violators  and  forest  fire  prevention  programs.  Forest  fire  suppres- 
sion equipment  is  purchased  through  State  bulk  purchasing  ability 
and  sold  to  local  forest  fire  organizations  at  one-half  cost.  Excess 
military  property  is  obtained  and  turned  over  to  town /city  fire 
departments  at  no  cost  to  local  departments  for  conversion  into 
fire  suppression  units.  This  cooperative  arrangement  between 
State  and  municipality  has  resulted  in  one  of  the  best  forest  fire 
records  in  the  United  States  w]\h  less  that  one-half  acre  of  wood- 
land burned  in  each  fire  reported.

If  you  do  not  know  your  grid  number  and 
leH-er  for  your   location   check   with   any   Fire   Department   member. 

The  Department  now  has  thirteen  plectrons.  So  your  call  is 
dispatched  to  thirteen  Fire  Department  members  at  the  same  time 
thus  improving  our  response  time.  Some  new  equipment  added 
this  year  includes  two  new  Scot  Air  Packs,  two  new  X'^hJ'  Fcg 
Nozzels,  a  new  radio  for  communications  with  Hanover,  a  Rescue 
Saw,  300  feet  of  new  IVj"  hose  and  other  small  tools  to  update 
our  equipment. 

V/ith  so  many  people  burning  wood,  I  would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  remind  you  the  best  fire  protection  you  can  have 
is  a  safely  installed  stove,  a  lined  chimney  and  to  have  the  chimney 
and  stove  pipe  cleaned  rgularly.  Also  the  value  of  installing  smoke 
detectors  can  not  be  over  emphasized.  The  early  warning  of  a 
fire  given  by  a  smoke  detector  can  save  your  life  and  greatly  reduce 
the   property   damage   done   by   a   fire.

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1979  DUMP  COMMISSION  REPORT 


During  1979,  most  solid  waste  disposal  activities  were  con- 
fined to  participation  in  solid  waste  project  planning  and  to  a 
review  of  the  findings  of  previous  Springfield  Dump  Committee 
and  Commission  members.  The  major  goal  was,  and  is,  to  provide 
the  Town  with  a  long-range,  cost  effective  solid  waste  disposal 
system. 

Obviously,  alternatives  guaranteeing  far  lower  costs  must  be 
investigated.  The  Town  has  succeeded  in  getting  the  study  pro- 
ject to  include  a  cost  comparison  with  sub-regional  land-fill  anter- 
natives  in   the  study  of  a   steam-generating   incinerator. 

During  1980,  firmer  cost  estlmiates  are  anticipated  of  later 
Town  evaluation.  It  is  Intended  to  continue  to  keep  the  Spring- 
field Selectmen  fully  informed  as  the  study  project  proceeds.

BUILDING  STUDY  COMMITTEE 


The  Committee  has  looked  into  the  present  and  future  needs 
of  the  Highway  and  Fire  Departments  and  into  the  present  buildings 
that    house    these   departments.

The  committee's  recom- 
mendation is  to  make  a  twenty-five  foot  addition  to  the  front  of 
the  present  highway  garage.  Use  that  structure  for  the  Fire  De- 
partment. The  committee  recommends  that  a  new  highway  garage 
be  constructed  on  a  new  site  and  it  contains  at  least  five  bays  with 
tv/o  of  these  heated  for  maintenance  and  storage  of  major  equip- 
ment. The  Committee  did  not  think  there  is  any  Town  property 
that  would  be  suitable  for  ttiis  highway  garage.  We  think  this 
garage  should  be  located  in  the  center  of  Town.  We  recommend 
that  the  Town  look  into  a  trade  of  Town  property  for  an  acceptable 
parcel  in  a  favorable  location.  The  site  should  be  large  enough  for 
the   garage   and   storage  for   sand,   culverts   and   other   supplies. 

The  present  Fire  Station  would  be  used  for  storage  of  Town 
property.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 


During  1979  The  Board  acted  favorably  on  six  phoposals  for 
subdivision  and  annexation  involving  about  forty  lots,  after  the 
required  submissions  and  abutters'  hearings.  Also,  there  were 
discussions  throughout  the  year  on  other  proposals  on  which  final 
action   was   not  taken. 

In  May,  the  Board  authorized  investigation  of  the  development 
of  a  Springfield  Town  Plan  In  accordance  with  the  New  Hampshire 
Pianmng  Statutes.  In  August  after  Public  Meetings,  the  Board 
voted  unanimously  to  proceed  with  Plan  development  based  on 
the  data  and  Information  collected  from  State,  Regional  Planning 
Agency  and  Town  sources,  including  productive  meetings  with  Of- 
ficials and  Residents  and  a  rerun  of  the  1973  Questionnaire  on 
growth  policy  and  land  use  issues.  Drafts  of  the  Town  Plan  were 
completed  and  revised  during  the  Fall  and  an  amended  version 
was   adopted    unanimously  in    December. 

Also  during  late  1979,  the  Board  initiated  a  detailed  review 
of  the  subdivision  regulations  to  Insure  that  they  meet  current  needs.
